Co uncil Also Ado pts Ordinance 
Adjusting and Rev ising Pre­ 
cinct Bo undary Lines 


Two o rdinances o f impo rtance 
were passed Tuesday night 
at 
the regular meeting o f the city 
co uncil, o ne being a rev isio n o f 
the co rpo ratio n limits o f the city , 
and the o ther being a mo difica­ 
tio n in the change o f bo undary 
lines fo r the v o ting precincts 
within the city . 
The new co rpo ratio n limits o f 
the city were ado pted by the 
co uncil, after Simeo n 
Stewart, i 
city engineer had presented blue 
prints defining all new lines fo r 
the city , and in many places re­ 
mo v ing do ubt that had hereto ­ 
fo re ex isted. 
Pro perty taken into the city 
will add $90,000 to the tax dupli­ 
cate. In many instances it was 
fo und 
that 
sev eral railro ads 
hav e had sectio ns o f track in the 
co rpo ratio n, but the 
assesso rs 
hav e failed to list them fo r tax a­ 
tio n in y ears past. 
The o rdinance in detail, de­ 
fining the pro perty affected by 
the new bo undary line, will 
be 
published so o n. Pro perty is taken 
into the city at all co rners o f the 
present bo undary lines. Begin­ 
ning at the ex treme 
no rtheast 
co rner, land aro und the Endres- 
To mpkins facto ry is bro ught into 
tjhe city . The land at the ex treme 
no rthwest part, also is included. 
Then ex tending west, 
the gas 
plant o n Third street, and pro p­ 
erty ex tending sev eral 
ho uses 
west o n Third street, 
are in­ 
cluded. The western bo undary 
line ex tends so uth to ward the 
railro ads, which takes in addi­ 
tio nal main track o f the Penn­ 
sy lv ania and Big Fo ur ro ads. Ad­ 
ditio nal track o f the B. & CL, 
and o f the tractio n line also are 
included, as well as high ten-* 
iso n lines fo r the 
po wer co m­ 
pany o perated by the tractio n 
line. 
Pro perty 
lo cated so utheast, 
and near the o ld I. & C., po wer 
ho use, also is taken 
into the 
co rpo ratio n, under the new o r­ 
dinance. The largest single item 
added to the city , is the Central 
Fuel co mpany fo r $15 ,400 being 
a gas plant o n West Third street.

THE PROHIBITION QUIZ. 
The move undertaken to have an impartial 
commission make a most searching investigation 
I into prohib ition and 
prevailing 
enforcement 
’methods should not meet, with much opposition 
from the upholders of either side of the arb u- 
ment. 
By a coincidence it was just nine years ago 
today tha t the 18th amendment was declared in 
effect. 
The amendment had b een proposed to 
the legislatures of the several states b y the Six ty- 
fifth congress two years b efore, and on January 
29 , 19 19 , the Secretary of State proclaimed its 
adoption and declared it would b e in effect on 
January 16, 19 20. 
Prohib ition legislation however came in un­ 
der tne wartime prohib ition law, designed as a 
measure to conserve grain. 
This was enacted in 
Novemb er, 19 18, and b ecame effective June 30, 
19 19 . The Volstead act came into effect January 
17, 19 20, the day after the amendment. 
The pub lic generally is going to b e interested 
in just what facts such a b ody as that delegated 
can turn up. The new commission will have as 
its province to make the b roadest possib le in­ 
quiry and recommend legislation either to stiffen 
the Volstead act or lib eralize it, according to its 
findings. 
It has b een said that the commission 
might even, if it was its judgment, recommend 
the repeal of the 18th amendment. 
Just what 
plan the gentlemen would recommend, however, 
to accomplish this has not yet b een suggested.

THE NEW HOUDINI. 
Two years have passed 
since the curtain 
rolled down for the last time, closing the career 
of 
Eric Veiss, known to the 
world as Harry 
Houdini. 
A man of ex traordinary p arts was 
Houdini, a master of mystery, ap intellectual, a 
pub lic entertainer and withal a pub lic b enefac­ 
tor. Through his efforts the fraud of fake med­ 
iums, trafficking in the griefs and loves of m an­ 
kind, was unmasked and laid b are. 
A student of the occult, it was his frequent 
b oast that there was no artifice of the medium 
which he could not duplicate —- and that with 
an entire denial of supernatural power. 
What then of the remarkab le seance recently 
reported, in which Houdini’s spirit-self is said to 
have b een identified b y means of a secret code 
known only to his wife? 
Apparently these further revelations are go­ 
ing to b e as much at variance with the first, as 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s fanciful 
professions 
along the same line are with the mundane de­ 
ductive reasoning of his famous Sherlock. 
We 
can imagine the m ilitant b earing of the earthly 
Houdini 
when confronted 
with the 
present 
enigma. 


COMMUNITY BUILDERS NEEDED. 
« So many towns and cities are named after 
men. 
Why? 
Because the men thus honored have done 
something for the good of the community, have 
left something b ehind so that their name will 
not b e forgotten, have performed a pub lic ser­ 
vice that will b enefit children yet unb orn. 
They did not live their lives in vain. 
They 
appreciated vhe fact that they were not put here 
on earth to live a selfish life, to hoard whatever 
wealth they chanced to accumulate, b ut that if 
fortune favored them, *t was their duty to shaie 
it with others less fortunate. 
It’s a sad commentary on Rushville that we 
have had so few men and women who held this 
point of view — who recognized their responsi­ 
b ility to the community when they were especial­ 
ly favored with this world’s goods.

Before thia economic re­ 
striction as with the Indians in the 
mountains, America’s business en­

Literate Chile, for in­ 
stance, imports four times as 
much per capita as does Peru.

Cotton is similarly 
raised by peon labor,, though there 
are thousand* of small cotton 
farmers.

a 
happy medium. Often, when a 
team pulls 
some 
questionable 
play, which is the product 
of 
the brain of its foxy coach, 
the 
referee, as well as the rival coach 
es, shout, “Illegal!” 
-Well, show me a rule against 
it !” retorts the wily cocah. The 
rule book seems not to contain 
one. And so it goes. Usually, such 
play are found to be just out­ 
side the precincts of ethical bas­ 
ketball and just within the rules. 
Consequently, a change in the 
rules is supposed to be the only 
means of blocking these 
illegal 
-p et” plays. 
The evolution of the game of 
basketball seems to necessitate 
new offensive and new defensive 
measures. The offense, 
usually, 
outspeeds the defense. 
The joint 
basketball 
rules 
committee has made some ex­ 
cellent changes in the rules and 
these changes should 
aid 
the 
game. But they will not give us 
the help that they should unless 
the officials can solve the diffi­ 
culty encountered in their inter­ 
pretations and in their enforce­ 
ments of the rules. 


D r i b b l i n g 
The dribble rule has caused 
more agitation than all of the 
others combined. 
This year the 
responsibility is put on the drib­ 
bler. He must go clearly around 
his guard and 
avoid personal 
contact. But in the dozen or so 
early collegiate 
games tha t 
I 
have witnessed this year, the of­ 
ficials are working the dribble 
rule exactly as they worked 
it 
last year. They are still allowing 
the dribbler to 
plow 
through, 
and also to body-blocking while 
dribbling. 
I doubt if the advance of the 
season will find the average of­ 
ficial of the game changing his 
last year’s habits materially. But 
this new anti-block rule is 
a 
splendid one, if enforced. 
Guarding From The Rear 
The change in the 
rules 
on 
-guarding from the rear" is a n­ 
other good example of the fa il­ 
ure of many officiate to carry o u tJ 
the idea formulated by the rules 
committee. As pointed out in one : 
of the rules, "the mere fact that ; 
the defensive player is attempt­ 
ing to play the ball does not ju s­ 
tify him in placing one or both 
arms 
over 
his 
opponent’s 


shoulder,—if, by so doing, 
he 
causes personal contact.” 
This 
infraction is' “gettng 
by" 
re­ 
peatedly without being called. 
. Stalling 
Undoubtedly, it is the thought 
of the rules committee that pub­ 
lic opinion will curb stalling,— 
tha t spectators will not pay 
to 
see actionless games. 
This commitee has done much 
to prevent stalling. Both 
the 
one-yard rule and the bulldog- 
ging or freezing the 
ball rule 
have been contributed as an aid 
to curb stalling. 
The one-yard 
rule declares 
that “as soon as 
an opponent 
takes a position close to (say 
within a yard of) 
the 
player 
with the ball, the latter must get 
the ball into play.” To date, 
I 
have seen some of the nation’s 
best officials at 
work 
in 
the 
game, but I have not seen one of 
them call a single play 
of this 
kind. But the infraction has oc­ 
curred a score of times* 
The rules committee has fur­ 
ther decreed .that there shall be 
no "bulldogging or freezing the 
ball." By this is meant tha t on a 
jump ball, the player may tap 
and catch the ball, 
but 
if he 
then holds it until another held 
ball is declared, he may not tap 
and catch it 
on 
the 
ensuing 
jump ball. This rule, if enforced, 
will aid in preventing stalling. 
A New Me nta l Trick 
In most situations of life, “Ihe, 
old order changeth, giving place 
to new." I am wondering as I 
write, if, before 
the 
basketball 
season is too old, these changes 
in the rules will be made effec­ 
tive. Officials have been calling 
the plays a long time under the 
old rules, and they seem 
a bit 
calloused 
to the 
progressive 
changé**. Evidently, 
they 
have 
developed 
a 
habit—a 
reflex, 
which will take time to replace. 
For instance, the play in this 
one-yard rule is such a rapid 
one tha t the referee’s decision 
will require the developmnet of 
a new mental track. Old grooves 
are worn deeply; and the men 
in charge of the game are not 
apt to develop new eyes and new 
tracks for a little while. 
Psychologically, 
in times 
of 
stress and excitement, 
we 
re­ 
vert to habits and actions of tiie 
past. Thus, do our splendid and 
well-meaning officials 
overlook 
many of the new' interpretations.

THE VALUE OF BOILING THE DISHES 
AT LEAST ONCE A WEEK IS SHOWN 


Most housewiv es know the v a l­ 
ue of boiling sheets, towels a nd 
ta ble linen—but v ery few think 
of boiling their dishes. Yet when 
y ou come to think of it dishes 
need this boiling trea tment once 
in a while ev en more tha n house­ 
hold linens do, beca use ironing 
or ma ngling of household linens, 
subjects them ta intense hea t, 
which if they ha v e been dried in 
the sun, prov ides a fa irly sa tis­ 
fa ctory steriliza tion a side from 
the boiling. But no one would 
think of giv ing dishes a weekly 
sun ba th a nd in the ordina ry 
dish wa shing process rea lly bon­ 
ing wa ter is used only for a v ery 
quick rinsing. 
For this rea son hea lth ex perts 
a re a dv ising housewiv es to boil 
their dishes a t 
lea st 
once 
a 
week. Cups, tumblers a nd other 
dishes which a ctua lly come in 
conta ct with the lips a re espec­ 
ia lly in need of this trea tment 
a nd spoons a nd forks should bo 
included. 
For his purpose we would sug­ 
gest a clothes boiler. Use 
this 
with a wooden a rck a t the bot­ 
tom—to prev ent a ny of the dish­ 
es from coming in direct conta ct 
with the bottom of the boiler. 
Ra cks of this sort a re sold for 
la undry purposes a nd ma y be 
bought for a sma ll price in a ny 
store where household supplies 
a re sold. Wa ter should be brought 
slowly to the boiling point. 
Fine china a nd delica tely dec­

Two Bills Affect Motorists, Re- 


moving. Speed Limits and 


Felony Clause 


Indianapolis, Jan. 


Unwinding itself from a parlia- 
mentary tangle over the rules, 
the senate of the Indiana Gen- 
eral Assembly got down to bus- 
iness today with the introduction 
of seven bills.

Senator Samuel Benz, Demo- 
crat, 
Crawford-Floyd-Harrison 


counties, won the lionor of in- 
troducing the first measure in 
the upper chamber. 


Two bills affecting' 
motorists 


were among those 
introduced, 


Senator Bruce Cooper, Republi- 
can, Vanderburgh and Warrick, 
being their author. One would 
remove the .felony penalty ol au- 
.tomobile accidents where there 
result is only property damage, 
on the theory that courts will 
not assess a felony penalty in 
cases where 
there is property 


damage only. Another point in 
the bill provides that any driv- 
er passing or attempting to pass 
another vehicle from the rear 
while on the brow of a hill or 
curve, has committed a viola- 
tion of the safe and sane driving 
act and is subject to arrest. 
• The speed limit of forty miles 
an hour would be taken off in 
the country and would provide a 
maximum limit of thirty miles an 
hour in the cities.

Senator Cooper's other 
bill 


v/ould provide that in case of an 
automobile, accident where a 
judgment has been rendered 
against a motorist, the motorist 
shall not be permitted to drive 
his car-until the judgment :is 
satisfied. It provides that the 
driver either shall pay the judg- 
ment immediately or by putting 
up a bond, satisfactory to the 
Secretary of State, 
guarantee 


that the judgment will be paid 
within two years. 


Both bills are said to have the 


endorsement of the Hoosier State 
automobile association.

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THE PROHIBITION QUIZ. 


The move undertaken to have an impartial 


commission make a most searching investigation 
llnto prohibition and prevailing enforcement 
Methods should not meet, with much opposition 
from the upholders of either side of the arbu- 
ment. 
' 
By a coincidence it was just nine years ago 


today that the 18th amendment was declared in 
effect. 
The amendment had been proposed to 


the legislatures of the several states by the Sixty- 
fifth congress two years before, and on January 
29 1919, the Secretary of State proclaimed its 
adoption and declared it would be in effect on 
January 16, 1920. 


Prohibition legislation however came in un- 


cle- the wartime prohibition law, designed as a 
.measure to conserve grain. This was enacted in 
November, 1918, and became effective June 30, 
1919. The Volstead act came into effect January 
17, 1920, the day after the amendment. 


The public generally is going to be interested 


in just what facts such a body as that delegated 
can turn up. The new commission will have as 
its province to make the broadest possible in- 
quiry and recommend legislation either to stiffen 
the Volstead act or liberalize it, according to its 
findings. It has been said that the commission 
might even, if it was its judgment, recommend 
the repeal of the 18th amendment. Just what 
plan the gentlemen would recommend, however, 
to accomplish this/has not yet been suggested. 


COMMUNITY BUILDERS NEEDED.

Shall we make more changes 


in the present rules? 
Basketball standpatter says: 
"Certainly not. Why should we 
change them?" 
Basketball progressive says: 


-Yes, because we need a more 
unproved game." 


And so it has always been. But 


two extremes often develop a 
happy medium. Often, when a 
team pulls some questionable 
play, which is the product of 
the brain of its fo~xy coach, the 
referee, as well as the rival coach 
es, shout, "Illegal!" 


••Well, show me a rule against 


it!" retorts'the wily cocah. The 
rule book seems not to contain 
one. And so it goes. Usually, such 
play are found to be just out- 
side the precincts of ethical bas- 
ketball and just within the rules. 
Consequently, a change in the 
rules is supposed to be the only 
means of blocking these illegal 
-pet" plays. 
The evolution of the game of 


basketball seems to necessitate 
new offensive and new defensive 
measures. The offense, usually, 
outspeeds the defense. 


The joint basketball 
rules 


committee has made some ex- 
cellent changes in the rules and 
these changes should aid the 
game. But they will not give us 
the help that they should unless 
the officials can solve the diffi- 
culty encountered in their inter- 
pretations and in their enforce- 
ments of the rules. 


Dribbling 


The dribble rule has caused 


more agitation than all of the 
others combined. This year the 
responsibility is put on the drib- 
bler/ He must go clearly around 
his guard and avoid personal 
contact. But in the dozen or so 
early collegiate games that I 
have witnessed this'year, the of- 
ficials are working the dribble 
rule exactly as they worked it 
last year. They are still allowing 
the dribbler to plow through, 
and also to body-blocking while 
dribbling. 
. 
.

-guarding from the rear" is an- 
other good example of the fail- 
ure of many .officiakato carry out 
theMea-'fOTmulatetFb* the rules 
committee.-As poiiited-jnit in one 
of the rules, "the mere fact that 
the defensive player is attempt- 
ing to play the ball does not jus-

causes -personal contact." This 
infraction is' "g'ettng by" re- 
peatedly without being caUed. 


. Stalling 


Undoubtedly, it, is the thought 


of the rules committee that pub- 
lic opinion will curb stalling,— 
that spectators will not 'pay to 
see actionless games. 
This commitee has done much 


to prevent stalling. Both 
the 


one-yard rule and the bulldog- 
ging or freezing the ball rule 
have been contributed as an aid 
to curb stalling. 
The one-yard rule declares 


that "as soon as an opponent 
takes a position close to (say 
within a yard of) the player, 
with the ball, the latter must get 
the ball into play." To date, _I 
have seen some of the nation's 
best officials at work in the 
game, but I have not seen one of 
them call a single play of this 
kind. But the infraction has oc- 
curred a score of times. 


The rules committee has 'fur- 


ther decreed .that there shall be 
no -bulldogging or freezing the 
ball." By this is meant that on a 
jump ball, the player may tap 
and catch the ball, but if he 
then holds it until another held 
ball is declared, he may not tap 
and catch it on the ensuing 
jump ball. This rule, if enforced, 
will aid in preventing stalling. 


A New Mental Trick 


In most situations of life, "tHe, 


old order changeth, giving plalco 
to new." I am wondering as I 
write, if, before the basketball 
season is too old, these changes 
in the rules will be made effec-_ 
tive. Officials have been Calling 
the plays a long time under the" 
old rules,, and they seem a bit 
calloused 
to the - progressive 


chang«j. Evidently, they have 
developed 
a habit—a reflex, 


which will take time to replace. 
For instance, the play in this 
one-yard rule is such a rapid 
one that the referee's decision 
will require the developmnet of 
a new mental track. Old grooves 
are worn deeply; and the men 
in charge of the game are not 
apt to develop new eyes and new 
tracks for a little while. 


Psychologically, in times of 


stress and excitement, we re- 
vert to habits and actions of the 
past. Thus, do our splendid and 
well-meaning officials overlook 
many'of the new interpretations.
